Iu exercise of the power conferred by sub-section (2) of section 25 of the Calcutta 
Municipal Act, 1923 (Bengal Act III of 1923), the Government of Bengal (Ministry of 
Local Self-Government) are pleased to make the following rules for the preparation and 
publication of the Electoral€Roll for the purposes of the election of Councillors to be 
held under the said Act :— 


RULES FOR THE PREPARATION AND PUBLICATION OF THE ELECTORAL ROLL. 


1. In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or context,— 


(1) "the Аст” means the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923 (Bengal Act III of 1923), 
as amended by the Calcutta Municipal (No, 11) Act, 1923 (Bengal Act XI of 
1925) ; and 


(2) the “constituency” means the constituency specified in Schedule III or 
Schedule ІУ to the Act, as the сазе may be. 


2. The Electoral Roll of every constituency shall be prepared and published by the 
Executive Officer or such other oflicer or person as he may from time to time specially 
appoint in writing in this behalf. 

The Executive Officer or anch other officer or person shall be ealled the *' Registeriug 
Authority " for this purpose, and he may employ єс" agency us he may think fit for the 
preparation and publication of the ‘Electoral Бой. 

3. The Electoral Roll of every constituency shall be iu English, but in order to give 
it wide publicity, the Executive Officer may, if he thinks fit, also order the publication of 
a сору in Bengali. 

4. On or before the 30th day of November iminediately preceding each general 
election, the Registering Authority shall prepare or cause to be prepared a complete 


-Electoral Roll (hereinafter referred to as the Preliminary Roll) for each constituene 
у 


containing the names of ali persons who appear to the Registering Authority to be entitled 
to be registered as electors for that constituency. | 

5. In the case of a constituency other than a special constituency, the Preliminary 
Rol! shall be prepared ward by ward, but the Registering Authority may, if he thinks fit, 
prepare a consolidated Preliminary Roll for several wards comprising a constituency or 
part of a constituency. The Registering Authority may also sub-divide the roll in such 
other manner cr into such other parts as he may deem expedient for the purpose of 
facilitating the preparation of the roll. 

ü. The names of electors registered in the Preliminar y Roll or any part of the 
Preliminary Roll of any such constituency as aforesaid shall be arranged in accordance 
with the alphabetical order of the names (in English) of the streets and the numbering 
of the premises in such streets contained in the said roll or part of the roll as the cage may 
be. Where a person is registered as the representative of any company, body corporate, 
firm, joint family or other association of individuals, or as the manager of a lunatic or the 
guardian of a minor, a distinctive sign or mark shall be placed against his name in the 
Preliminary Roll to indicate the fact. Persons qualified as clectors under clause (^) or 
clause (с) of sub-section (7) of section 20 of the Act shall also have и distinctive sign or 
mark placed against their names in the Preliminary Roll, unless it is decided to publish 
their names in a separate part or paris of the Preliminary Roll. 

7. In the саве of a special constituency, the Preliminary Roll shall be in such form 
as the Registering Authority may direct. It shall contain the names of the persons 
registered as electors arranged alphabetically with their addresses. 

8. The Preliminary Roll prepared as above for every constituency shall be published 
by the Registering Authority not later than the 30th duy of November referred toin rule 4 


n 
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in the manner following and otherwise as he may think fit tu give it wide publicity in the 
conatituency :—- 


(а) In the case of a constituency other than a special constituency, by uffixing for 
publie inspection a complete copy of the roll at the Central Municipal Office 
and al the following other places :—- 


(i) the district office or offices, and such other Corporation office or offices 
as the Registering Authority may think fit; situated within the con- 
stituency concerned, or within the jurisdiction of which the consti- 
tuency or any part of it may ho situated, 

(ii) one or more of the police-station or stations situated within the 
constituency or within the jurisdiction of which the constitaency 
or any part of it may be situated, and 


(iii) one or more of the Post Offices, as the Registering Anthority may 
think fit, situated within the constituency, 


(^) In the case of a special constituency, by affixing for. public ingpection a com- 
plete copy of the roli at the Central. Municipal Осе and at the office or 
olfices of the Chamber, Association or the Commissioners of the Port of 
Calcutta, constituting the constituency as the ease may ho. 

9, Printed copies of the Preliminary Roll shall be sold to the publie at such prices 
as may from time to time be fixed by the Executive Officer, е. 

10. For the purpose of the revision of the Electoral Roll, the Executive Officer шау 
appoint in writing such person or persons as he may deem proper to perform all or any 
of the duties of the Revising Authority in respect of any cunstitueney or part of a 
constituency: 

Provided that ne Councillor or Alderman shall be a Revising Authority. 

If. Along with the Preliminary Roll of every constituency, published as above, a 
nolice shall be etinultaneously published in the constituency, and a notice of the pnbli- 
cation of the Preliminary Roll shall also be given by advertisement in local papers 
apecifying for such constituency or any part of u the Revising Anthority to whom, the 
pluce at which, the period within which, and the manner in which, claims for being 
ineluded in the Electoral Roll or objections to the inclusion of апу name in the Electoral 
roll ehall have to be preferred, 

12. Claims and objections shall be preferred in respeet cf the Preliminary Roll of 
any constituency not later than the 20th December next following the month of November 
referred to in rule $. The Revising Authority shall not entertain any claim or objection 
received by him after 5 P.M. on that date, 

13. Al ciínims and objections shall be in writing and signed by the person making 
them and shall state the grounds on which they are based, and where they relate to an 
entry inthe Preliminary Roll shall give the reference to or the particulars of that entry. 

l4. Every person whose claiin or оз оп is received iu. time shall be served with 
a notice by the Revising Authority specifying the place where and the time when his 
claim or objection will be heard, and be may produce or euuse to be produced such 
evidence as he may wish to adduce, hut. in the absence of auch evidence the Revising 
Authority shall decide the matter on the entries appearing in the records of the 
Cerporation, . 

15. When objection is made by any person whose name is on the Preliminary Koll 
to the inclusion of the name of any other person recorded therein, the Revising Authority 
shall serve on such other peron a notice staling the grounds of such objection and 
specifying the place and the time fixed for the hearing of such objection, where and when 
such other person may attend with anch. evidence as he may wish to adduce. 

16. Every notice issued by the Revising Authority shall be in writing and shall be 
servad at tho address as entered in the Preliminary Roll or at such other address as may 
be specified by the chimant or objector in his notice of claim or objection, the person 
objected to being served only nt the address given in the roll, provided that a notice may 
be sarved by the Revising Authority by sending it to the person concerned by post. 

17. The Exeentive Officer shall cause to be published from time to time on the notice- 
board at the Central Municipal Office a notice showing generally tho dates on which and 
the places at whieh the Revising Authority will sit for hearing claims and objections.

1. In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in the Bubjoet or context, * the 
Act” means the Caleutta Municipal Aet, 1323 (Bengal Act LLU of 1923), ая amended by 
the Caleutta Municipal (No, I1) Act, 1923 (Bengal Aet XE of 1923). 


Appointment of Returning Officers. 


2. (1) The Executive Officer may appoint as many Returning Officers as he thinks 
fit, provided that there shall not be more than one Returning Officer for the anme conati- 
tuency, and provided also that no person shall be appointed as the Returning Officer of 
any constitnency of which he is an elector, 

(2) The Executive Officer may at any time, for reasons to be recorded in. writing 
remove any Returning Officer appointed hy him and appoint another in his place, and 
may also appoint a substitute to aei as Returning Officer during any temporary disability 
of the Returning Officer.

6. Any person whose name is registered on the Electoral Roll of the constituency, and 
who is not subject to any disability as set forth in section 22 of the Act may, subscribe ag

T. Every nomination paper delivered under rule 5 shall be nocompaniod by a decla- 
ration in writing subscribed by the candidato in the manner laid down in section 21, gub- 
fection (2) of the Act. 

8. Апу nomination paper which ів not received before 5 o'clock in the afternoon 
on the date appointed by the Local Government for the nomination of candidates shall 
be rejected, | . 
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9. The Returning Officer or other person authorised shall, on receiving а nomina- 
tion papor under rule 5, inform the person or persons delivering the same of the date, 
hour and place appointed for the serutiny of nominations, and shall enter in the nomina- 
tion paper its serial number and shall sign thereon a certificate stating the date on which 
and the hour at which the nomination paper has been dolivered to him; and shall, us 
soon as may be thereafter, cause to be affixed in some conspicuous place in his office a 
notice of the nomination containing descriptions, similar to those contained in the nomi- 
nation paper, both of the candidate and of the persons who have subscribed the nomina- 
tion paper as proposer and seconder. 

10. A proposer or a seconder once having signed a nomination paper shall not be 
allowed to withdraw. 

11. The Executive Officer shall, on receiving a notice of withdrawal under section 27, 
sub-section (8) of the Act, ан Roon as may be, cause a notice of the withdrawal to be 
affixed in some conspicuous расе in his office and in the office of the Returning Officer of 
the coustituency in regard to which the withdrawal bas taken place, 


Sorutiny of nominations. 


12. On the date appointed by the Local Government under rule 3 for the serntiny 
of nominations, the candidates, their election agents, every proposer and every seconder 
of each candidate, and one other person daly authorised in writing by each candidate, 
but no other person, may attend at such time and place as the Executive Officer may 
appoint, and the Returning Officer shall give them all reasonable facilities fur examining 
the nomination papers of all candidates which have been delivered within the time. 

13. (1) The Returning Officer shall then examine the nomination papers and shall 
decide all objections which may be made to any nomination, and may, either on such 
objection. or on his own motion, after auch summary inquiry, if any, as he thinks neces- 
sary, refuse any nomination on any of the following grounds :-— 


(4) that the candidate is ineligible for election in accordance with the provisions of 
the Act, or 

(E) that the proposer or seconder ін disqualified from subseribing the nomination 
paper in accordance with the provisions of the Aet, or 

(it) that there bas been any failure to comply with any of the provisions of the 
Act or of these rules relating to the nomination of candidates, or any failure

14. (4) The Returning Officer shall endorse on each nomination paper his decision 
accepting or rejesting the samo and, if the nomination paper is rejected, shall record in 
writing a brief statement of his reasons for sneh rejection. 

(2) The serutiny shall be completed on the day appointed in this behalf, and no 
adjourmmont of the proceedings shall be allowed. , | 

15. (1) On completion of the aerutiny of nominationa the Returving Officer shall 
forthwith prepare a list of valid nominatious and causo it to bo affixed in some conspi- 
cnous pluce in his office, - 

(2) In the case of unconlestod returns the Returning Officer shall report the name 
or names of the candidate or candidates whoin he declares to be elected to the Msecutive 
Officer, who shall cause the name or names of the candidate or candidates cleeted to be 
published iu the Valewlia Gazette. 

16. If the number of duly nominated candidates is greater than the number of 
vacancies the Returning Officer shull forthwith publish in the local newspapers, and in 
such other manner as thé Executive Officer may prescribe, and in such places in the 
constituency as he may consider necessary, the nuiues of the candidates as given in the 
nomination papers in alphabetical order. 
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17. (1) I£ a candidato by whom or on whose behalf the deposit referred to in section 
27 sub-section (3) of the Act, has been made withdraws his candidature more thun seven 
days before the date fixed for the election, or if the nomination of any such candidate is 
refused, the deposit shall be returned to the person hy whom it was made; and, if any 
candidate dies before the commencement of the poll, any such deposit, if made by him, 
rhall be raturned to his legal representatives or, if not made by the candidato, shall be 
returned to the persons by whom it was made.

Provided that no fresh nomination or deposit shall be necesaury in the саве of a 
candidate who stood nominated at the time of the counterinanding of the poll. 


19. The Executive Officer shall appoint the hour at which the poll shall commence 
and the hour at which it shall close on the date appointed by the Local Government for 
the poll. The hours so fixed shall be published by notification in the local newspapers, 
and іп such other manner as the Executive Officer may direct. 

20. (1) The Executive Officer shalt select for each constituency as many polling 
stations as he thinks necessary and shall publish in such manner as ho may prescribe a 
list showing the polling stations во selected and the polling areas for which they have 
respectively been selected. 

(2) The Executive Officer shall appoint а presiding officer for each polling station 
and such other persons (hereinafter referred to as polling otticers) to assist the presiding 
ollicer as he thinks necessary. 

(8) The Executive Officer may make separate arrangements for the recording of 
votes by female clectors, 

21. (1) The presiding officer shall keep order at the polling sation, shall see that 
the election is fairly conducted, shall regalate (he number of electors to be admitted at 
one time, and shall exclude all other persons except— 


(a) the polling officers, the candidates, their election agents and one agent of each 
candidate (hereinafter referred to as the polling agent) appointed in writing 
by the candidate, and authorized in this behalf by the Executive Officer, 


(^) the police or other public servants on duty, and 
(с) such other persons as the presiding ollicer may from time to time admit for the 
puftpose of idontifying electors, 


(2) The presiding officer shall close the polling station at the hour appointed in 
that behalf by the Executive Officer under these rules so as to prevent the adinission 
thereto of any elector after that hour, provided that all electors present at the polling 
station befcre it is во closed shall be entitled to have their voles recorded, 

22. Euch polling station shall be provided with such number of compartments as 
th» Executive Officer thinks necessary, in order to enable electora to mark ballot papers as 
quickly as possible and screened from observation. 

23. (7) The Executive Officer shall provide at each polling station materials 
sufficient for the purpose of enabling electors to mark the ballot papers, instruments for 
stamping the official mark on such papers, as many ballot boxes as may be necessary, and 
copies of the electoral roll or of such part thereof as contains the names of the electors 
entitled to vote at such station. 

(2) The official mark shall be kept secret, 

24. Every ballot box shall be so constructed that the ballot pap»rs сап be introduced 
therein but cannot be withdrawn therefrom, without the box being unlocked, The 
presiding officer at any polling station, immediately before the commencement of the 
poll, shall show the ballot box ompty to such persons as may be present in such station, но 
that they may see that it is empty, and shall then lock it пр and place his seal upon it 
in such manner as to prevent its being opened without breaking snch seal, and shall 
place it in his view for the receipt of ballot papers and keep it 8o locked and sealed, 

25. Before commencing the recording of votes, the presiding officer shall read to 
such persons ан may be present the provisions of section 14 of the Indian Election 
Offences and Inquiries Act, 1920, and shall explain the substance theroof in Bengali 
and in such other vernacular (if any) as to the presiding officer may appear to be 
necessary. . w 
26. Immediately before a ballot paper is delivered to an elector, it shall bo marked 
on the back with the official mark, and the number, name and ‘addross of the elector as 
stated in the electoral roll shall be called out, and the number of the elector shall be 
entered on tlie counterfoil, and a mark shall be placed in a copy of the electoral roll

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against the number of the oleotor, to denote that he has received a ballot paper, but 
without showing the particular ballot paper which he haa received. The counterfoil 
shall bear the name of the constituency aud the name or distinctive number of the

29. Atany time before a ballot paper is delivered to an elector, the presiding officer 
or polling officer may, of his own accord, if he has reason to doubt the identity of the 
elector or his right to vote at such station, and Bhall, if so required by a candidate or his 
election agent or polling agent, put to the elector the following questions :— 


(1) Are you the person eurolled as follows (reading theewhole entry from the

and-the elector shall not be supplied with a ballot paper if ho refuses to answer any one 
of the questions and unless he answers the first question in the uflirmative and the secoud 
question in the negative. 

30. The ballot paper shall be in Form II annexed to these rules and shall contain 
the names of the candidates arranged alphabetically in the order of their surnames in 
English. ‘The names may be printed in such vernaculars ав the Executive Officer thinks 
fit having regard to cach constituency. The ballet papers shall be serially numbered, 
the serial number being printed on the face of the eounterfoil and on the back of the 
ballot paper.

Appointment and duties of the Registering Officer. 


І. Every hackney-carriago in the Jangipur Municipality shall be annually registered 
by а Registering Officer to be appointed for the purpose by the Municipal Commissioners, 
The Registering Officer shall keep a register in which he shall outer the class and number 
assigned to every hackney-carriage. 


Quailfiofftions of Drivers. 


2. Every person applying for a driver's license shall be required to satisfy the

1. In the following rules— 


“The Act” means the Indian Cotton Ces Act, 1923. 

“The Committee " means the Indian Central Cotton Committee tonstituted under 
the Act. 

“The Fund " means the Provident Fund coustituted and established under the 
Act, 

“The Trustees " means the persons for the time being appointed by the Com. 
mittee to act as Trustees of the Fund. 

“Servant of the Committee" means а salaried officer or servant of the Com- 
mittee other than a Government servant whose services have been lent or 
transferred to the Committee. 


2. The Fund shall be deemed to have been constituted and established as from the 
Ist day of April 1923 for the benefit of ull permanant servants of the Committee exoept 
such servants as the Trustees may in their absolute diseretion decide not to admit to 
Membership. 

3. (a) Contribution to the Fun shall be compulsory on all permanent servants of 
the Committee for the time being in recaipt of a sal ary in excess of На, 30 per mensem.

Iu exercise of tho powers conferred by section 96-B (2) of the Government of India 
` Act, the Secretary of Siate in Council, with the concurteuce of tho majority of votes at a 
meeting of the Council of India held this 19th day of February 1924, hereby makes the 
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following notes 1, 2 and 3 to be substituted for notes (i), (ii) and (iii) to Fundamental 
Rule 78 as made on the 17th August 1921 and amended on the 6th. November 1923,
